- Boll two pounds of fresh fish in salt- 
ed water for twenty minutes, then 
carefully remove.

one tablespoonful of union juice, am 
just a. grating of nutmeg.

and then stir in carefully the fish. Do 
not stir until the fish is broken. Turn 
the mixture out to cool: when cole 
form into balls, dip in egg and then In 
bread crumbs and fry in smoking ho 
fat.

it and serve.

gar In a double boiler until the frul 
is tender then skim it out into a serv 
ing dish.

fine tapioca and stir frequently tint 
it has swollen; then cover and cook 
until clear. Pour this over the fruit, 
chill and serve plain or with sweet- 
ened cream. A variation of this recipe 
can he made by skimming the fruit 
into a baking dish. When the tapioca 
is cooked pour It over the rhubarb, 
drop over the top a tablespoonful of 
butter cut Into bits and bake in a 
moderate oven for half an hour. Serve 
with a foamy sauce.

The mother la foolish wao-lets her 


baby disturb her at her work or who 
has to worrk over him as soon as he 
la out of her sight. Any sensible and 
well brought up baby who has reached 
the creeping age can be trusted to take 
care o£ himself to a large extent, pro- 
vided he has a few little helps—auto- 
matic baby tenders, so to speak. 


The very little baby, even, will keep 


quiet and content if he is put with a 
few of his toys in an ordinary clothes 
basket, lined with padded silk and with 
an anterllnlng of thick cotton batting. 
Be especially careful to have the edges 
well padded, so that baby's little head 
will not strike against them. 


If you prefer the little one to have 


more freedom, make a long sash for 
him, long enough to tie one end over 
your shoulder. 
Then as you sit and 


work you can keep him within "pull- 
inj; distance" (spreading a large quilt 
on the floor) and yet allow him plenty 
of leeway. 


The "creeper," by the way, should 


be provided with a baglike frock. . Of 
stout drilling or sun-bleached muslin 
make a bag with holes only for head 
and arms. He will keep clean in this 
and will protect himself, also, from the 
various 'objects of interest 
which a 


baby's knees can always accumulate 
from the smoothest floor.

is washed. Thus the baby can be held 
on his mother's Inp no matter how fine 
and dainty a dress she wears.

Public Gets,Some Remarkable 


• Notions as to the Habits of J ; 


the Keptiles.

(New York Times.) 


"I suppose every man has his own 


troubles," said the keeper of the »sp- 
tile house in Bronx park, "but if any 
man is kept busier in answering fool 
questions than those in a menagerie'. 
in general, and a snake house in par- 
ticular, I. don't want his job. 


"The amount of misinformation and 


ignorance -which old General Public is 
able to accumulate on any given sub- 
ject seems to be limitless,, but when it 
comes ^o snakes, he revels in his ig- 
norance. 
People stand outside the 


cages here and calmly swap the most 
impossible yarns about the snakes, or 
tell each other stories at which- Gulli- 
ver or Munchausen would have stood 
aghast, and they get away with it, 
too. 


"The greatest interest in the small j 


snakes is 
shown in the rattlers. 


They've always got a crowd standing 
round 'waiting for them to rattle,' and 
because'they don't spend their time 
shaking the ends of their 
tails off 


every one is disappointed. 


"The other day' a fat woman came 


in here with three children, and the 
kids piled up in >front of the cobra 
cage._ The mother -was watching the 
turtle's and had not seen the snakes. 
When she did she gave a. scream and 
dragged tho three kids away. 


"'Just in time,1 she gasped. 'Never 


do that again, children,' giving each 
of them a shake; 'thenj things will 
.charm you as sure as can be.' 


"I was standing, at the door, and ahe 


told me that her great grandmother's 
sister's little nephew had been charmed 
by a snake'once, and that it had af- 
fected his mind. 


"This talk about chavming is all 


poppycock. I've seen guinea pigs and 
rats and birds put in the cage with 
the rattlers, and they paid no more at- 
tention to the snakes than they would 
to so many logs until the snakes move. 
Then they're scared, the same as they 
would -M of anything, and sometimes

the snake has a hard job to hit them. 
But stories of how the snake fixes 
them with his glittering eye, and how 
they are compelled to-creep toward 
him and down h|s gently smiling jaws, 
whether they want to or not, are 
bosh." 


The. 
idea that snakes will not eat 


anything but live food was scoffed at 
by the keeper. 


"If we should put a live pig in the 


python's cage, for instance," he said, 
"there would be a battle for it that 
would end in the death of one or both 
of the snakes. 
They would set tied 


in knots about each other, and. as they 
are 'constrictors, 
would kill 
each 


other. 


"We kill the animal first, and then 


put it on a stick and hold it close to 
the snake's muzzle, moving it around 
as if it were alive. The snake grabs 
it, and'we present another pig to the 
other snake at once to prevent trouble." 


The truth of the matter is, he said, 


that 
snakes can only .-see motion, 


generally speaking. If a. person were 
to remain motionless he might he sur- 
rounded by all the snakes in creation 
and none would harm him. They 
might gather about him to keep warm. 


• for snakes, being coldblooded, 
like 


warmth, but they would not bite. But 
let him mox-e, and he might be struck 
in an instant. 


"There was a case In point here some 


time1 ago," he said, "when three men 
went into the pythons' cage to sep- 
arate them while they were fighting. 
Two of them got out just in time, but 
the third went to a corner and stood 
stark still. The big snakes moved nil 
about him. hut did not bother him. 
He moved slowly toward the door of 
the rage and then suddenly Jumped 
out just in time to escape. - 
"One woman stood for half an hour in 
front of the diamond-hacked rattler's 
cage the other d.iy. watching it mov- 
ing around. Then she said to me as 
I passed: 
'What do you tie thos? 


things on its tail for?' 


"'Those are its rattles.' I replied. 


'Oh. I see.' she snid. 'U's a mother: 
but where are its babies?' 


"Some folks have an idea that each 


rattle means a year of iife—t>,ct the 
snake is as old as the number of rat- 
tics it has. The.biergesl rattler I ever 
sar,- had only three buttons on him 
when I first s-itr him. and I've seen 
youngsters a coup'c of years old with 
eight. A snake gets * new button on 
its tail even' time it shed? its 
. 


"Ive seen a snake with eighteen, and 


we have one here with fifteen ,fattics. 


but they seldom go over that. 
As a 


rule, the rattles oniy last until eight 
or nine are formed. Then they break 
off, as they are very delicate. 


"As to what is the use o£ the rattle 


ana why a snake rattles nobody really 
knows. 
The rattle was developed by 


a process of natural selection. 
Some 


say it was to draw small 'insects, lo- 
custs, grasshoppers, etc., within range 
for its sound resembles that made by 
those insects. Others say that it is to 
lure birds to it by making them think 
it is a cicada. But this is upset by the 
fact that birds form but a small pa:r-t 
of the snake's diet. Others believe it is 
to call their mates. The theory elab- 
orated by Prof. J. H. Henderson, that 
the rattle was a means of protection 
to the snake, like the growl of the tiger 
when threatened, is now often 
ac- 


cepted." 


"While the keeper was 
explaining 


these things a woman ran up excitedly 
and begged that he come quickly, for 
she was sure something had happened 
to one of the pythons. 
She led the 


way to their cage and pointed out that 
one of them was swollen to an enor- 
mous size for a few feet in the middle. 


The keeper assured her that his 


snakeship was perfectly well: that the 
swelling was nothing but its dinner of 
the previous night, a medium-sized 
pig. He showed her the other python 
was afflicted in the same manner. She 
studied the snake and its head for a 
moment, and as it was plain that no 
pig ever could enter such 
a 
smal 


mouth, she said so. The keeper ex- 
plained for the twentieth time that 
day. 
he said later, that the swallowing 


ability of a snake is not limited by the 
actual diameter of its throat. 


"When a snake tackles an animal 


bigger th.nn he Is." he said, "the jaws 
become unhinged and the mouth opens 
to a size ail out of proportion to the 
rest of his body." His teeth nil point 
backward, and by a series of bites he 
gradually draws himself outside his 
dinner, rather th.in swallows it." 


The keeper satd that despite the 


groat nTmber of venomous snakes that 
vjcre in the Zoo. he never had heard of 
any one being bitten. 
Nevertheless 


they are prepared, and all the known 
antidotes are on hand for use In an 
emergency. 


The principal of these, he said, is 


strychnine. The effect of strychnine is 
just the opposite of snake poison, or 
rather the poison of The pit vipers, 
which include She rattlers, 
coppcr- 


^tfids and moccasins. 
Snake poison 


tends to paralyze jhe heart, 
while 


strychnine stimulates it. 
Thus one 


poison is pitted against 
the other. 


Strychnine should be administered in 
injections of sixteen minims, or 
in 


urgent cases of twenty to twenty-five 
minims, in the 'wound made by the 
snake's fangs. Such injections should 
be made even' twenty minutes until 
distinct symptoms of strychnia poison 
were observed. The patient should not 
be allowed to sleep long for a day, as 
the effect of the snake poison is very 
persistent, and until it is worked out 
of t'1? system there is danger. 
No 


fear need be felt of giving an overdose 
of strychnine in these quantities, it is 
said, as its effect is not cumulative. 


"It is strange that there are so few 


cases of snake bite reported in this 
country." continued the keeper. "Right 
here in New York, along the Palisades, 
there arc many copperheads, yet I 
never heard of a rc.nl case. There are 
some rattlers on Long Island, too. but 
they are fast, disappearing. 
In fact, 


reptiles nf all kinds are going fast. 


"Land .tortoises use<i to he rather 


common 'around thi? city, yet you sel- 
dom find one now. Garter snakes were 
plentiful twenty years ago. but- today 
it takes a lot of hunting to pot them. 
There are fewer decay snakes, too. 
They are only found in rotten wood— 
little fellows, about a. foot long and 
preen in color. They are, harmless." 


The keeper said that the Zoo re- 


ceived • many calls to care for 
pets 


when folk go away to. the country. 
Sometimes there are calls for help 
from owners whose pets get away. 


"Some time ago there came a call 


from Brooklyn," he said. "A man told 
us a sea serpent was loose, and in- 
^isted that we come and get it.' I went 
over and found, from his description, 
it was an alligator about four feet long 
that some pne had senl to him for a 
joke. I asked him to show me where 
it was, Bnrl he pointed to a back room, 
but he was afraid to go in with me. I 
went in and found the alligator, fright- 
ened to death almost, under his bed. 
T packed him in n. big grin, and carted 
V.irn over here. 


"On another occasions-loud cries for 


help came from one of tho big Broad- 
way theaters. 
The manager told us 


there was a'lint in the the.nt.er, and it 
'was driving his patrons to distraction. 
He wanted us to com" down and catclvi 
it. We told him to shoot it, for that's 
all we could do ourselves."

•^""nies Offensive In- 


terview. 


WILL STAY IN OFFICE 


Paris, May 1.—Vice President Cor- 


ral, of Mexico, arrived here today and 
In a statement made to the Associated 
Press denied that he had ever given 
an Interview at Santander or else- 
where in which ho criticised Ameri- 
cans as having fermented the revolu 
tlon In Mexico. 


On April 27 El Imparcial. of Mexi- 


co City, printed a dispatch from San- 
tander. Spain. In which Corral was 
quoted as saying that the revolution 
In Mexico was fomented by Ameri- 
cans'desirous of intervention by the 
United States. According to the. dis- 
patch the vice president said that 'n 
case of Intervention all Mexicans, re- 
gardless of party, would unite to flgnt 
the common enemy. 


United States W»nts to Know. 


The publication was called to tho 


attention of the state department at 
Washington 
by Ambassador Wilson 


and the American government at once 
took the matter up with Mexico, re- 
questing that the authenticity of the 
interview be established and Intimat- 
ing that if this could not be done the 
government of 
Mexico 
City should 


repudiate the alleged expressions of 
the vice president. 


Saturday the state department was 


advised that the Mexican government 
had cabled to Senor Corral to ascer- 
tain whether ho had been correctly 
quoted. 


Denies Entire Story, 


Senor Corral, as soon, as he reach- 


ed here, took occasion to repudiate 
the remarks credited to him, saying: 


"I have never given an Interview 


at San lander or elsewhere criticising 
Americans as having fomented the re- 
bellion in Mexico. The alleged Inter-" 


• view was a pure invention, unworthy 


of notice." 


The vice president said that he un 


derstood Gen. Bc-rnardo Reyes WHS 
going to Mexico, but as their patha 
had not crossed he had not met the 
general. 


Asked whether he Intended to re- 


sign the vice presidency Corral re- 
plied that he had no intention ot "0 
doing, but could not, of course, speak 
for the future. 
He had come to Eu- 


rope to receive medical treatment, on 
a leave of absence .granted' him by 
congress. 


No Chance to Lose Him'

charged with complicity In a number 
of dynamiting outrages. Samuel Com- 
pere, president of the federation, at- 
tended the 
meeting and announced 


after It's adjournmant that he would 
call a meeting of the executive council, 
probably within a few days, and that 
the council would take charge of rais- 
ing funds for the defense. 


Mr. Gompers said the question of 


raising a defense fund would be left 
solely with the members of the execu- 
tive council; that its 
disbursement 


would be In charge and under the di- 
rection of the council. The meeting 
of the executive.council may be held 
in Indianapolis, Mr. Gompers said, but 
this has not been decided definitely. 


The meeting yesterday was the first 


official assurance that the American 
Federation of Labor would take an ac- 
tive part in the defense of the men 
under arrest charged with dynamiting 
in 
California and 
elsewhere, 
Mr. 


Gompers' presence lent an official air 
to the gathering. He is the first official 
of the American Federation to take up 
the cudgel In defense of the McNa- 
maras. 


Behind Locked Doors. 


The meeting was surrounded with 


considerable secrecy. The outer doors 
of the 
building were kept locked 


throughout the conference. The arrest 
of McNamara, it was said afterward, 
and- the question of a defense fund 
were the only topics discussed.
